The vital statistics returns for week ending the 28th 
August 1948 for towns with a population of 30,000 and over 
havo been received in respect of only 158 towns ( 146 towns 
out of 182 in India and 12 towns ou tof 30 in Indian States). 
The estimated mid-year population of these 156 towns is 
18,826,566. The births and deaths reoorded in these towns 
numbered 12,514 and 7,607 representing birth and death 
rates of 34-6 and 21 0 per thousand of the population 
respectively. 

(A) Indi'f . — The births and deaths reoorded in towns of 
-India w(ero 11,477 and 6,879 giving birth and death rates of 
34,7 and 20' 8 per thousand of the population respectively. 
The six towns of Khandwa, Etawah, in U. P. Gaya in Bihar, 
Puri in i Orissa, Hathras and Banaras in U. P. reoorded high 
death rlatea of 94.4.-, 72.2; 55,2; 5 1. 8; 54.7; and 51,5 per 
thousand of the population respectively. The high death 
rates in Khandwa, Hathras and Banaras wer mainly duo to 
deaths from fevers, in Etawa hand Gaya to fevers, oholera and 
dysentery diarrhoea, and in Puri to dysentery and diarrh- 
oea and fevers.

There were 111 deaths from oholera and 16 deaths from 
smallpox. No death from plague was reoorded during the 
week under review. The distribution of oholera deaths waa 
as follows: Gaya reoorded 16; Koll Aligarh and Etawah 13 
each; Bakraion and Nellore 8 each; Caloutta and Salem 5 
eaoh, Patna ana Burhanpur 4 each; Agra, Arrah, Purulia, 
Khandwa and Madras each, Kanpur, Farrukhabad-oim; 
Fatehgarb, HathraB, Jamalpur Soranpur and Howrah 2 eaoh;
